JAMES A. CLEMMER

DIES ON GALLOWS

Pays the Tenalty of His Crime.

Story of the Cold-Blood- Murder
of Mrs. Emma Kaiser
Norrlstown, Pa , May 18 James A.

Clemmer was hanged this morning in
tile Montgomeiy county Jail heie for
the murder of Mrs. Emma. Kaiser. The
ttap was sprung by Sheriff Light at
10 fit! o'clock, and iCIeinmer was pro-
nounced dead nt 10.24. Ho went to his
denth biavely, and made no statement
on the gallows. None of his relatives
weie present.

The condemned man was escorted to
the gallows by Fathers Gallagher and
Shannon of St Patrick's Itoman Catho-
lic chuich, Norrlstown, and Father
Hatinetjnii of the Chinch of the As
sumption, Philadelphia, lSefore leaving
his c"U foi the march to the gallows,
Clemmer received the saci anient of the
Holv Eucharist and professed to havo
made his peace with Ood.

The piocesslon to the Instrument of
death stalled fiom the condemned
man's coll, No 25. on the upper tier, at
two minutes past 10 o'clock Clemmer
was nttlred In the blue suit he wore at
his trial, a new white shirt, high collar
and black tie. He was clean shaven
except for his moustache, which he had
allowed to grow. The scaffold hod been
elected less than twenty-liv- e feet from
Clemmer's cell

Clemmer displayed n wonderful nerve
and walked with Jinn step to the scaf-
fold. The tope was fastened to a pine
beam over head. As soon as the con-

demned man had taken his stand upon
the fatal uoi doois the deputy sheiiff
stiaped his legs togethei and hand
cuffed his hands behind lilm A mo-

ment of death-lik- e silence was followed
bv the click of the lever and Cleminei's
body shot thiough the tiup Clemmer's
neck was luokeu

A local undertaker took charge of the
body, which was fotw aided to Doug-lasvlll- e,

Pa., Clemmoi's birthplace, for
iliteimeut.

Clemmer's Remains.

a shoit distance below heie, Into
this afternoon. It was met nt the sta
tion by Flemmci's fathoi and brother
and was taken to the homestead on the
father's faun neaibv.
